A MATTER OF LAW, WHICH LAYMEN 
SHOULD EVINCE AN INTEREST IN. 


If The Daily has not misunderstood the pro­ 
visions of the present law of Alabama, there are 
separate statutes covering 
housebreaking, 
as­ 
sault, highway robbery and murder, each with a 
provision for separate kind of penalty. The Daily 
also understand* that for housebreaking a person, 
on conviction, may be sent to the penitentiary, 
but for highway robbery he may be imprisoned 
for life or put to death in the electric chair. 
On the surface, it would appear both of these 
laws are good ones, but consider for a moment a 
recent crime in Birmingham. 
A young woman 
was asleep in her home when she awakened to 
discover a man standing over her bed. Admonish­ 
ed not to make any outcry, 
nevertheless 
she 
screamed and promptly was struck in the face 
with a heavy furnace shaker. 
Her teeth were 
knocked out and her jaw broken. The thief then 
escaped with $45 in cash, after having locked the 
girl’s mother in her room and setting fire to the 
house.------------- 
/ 


Certainly this crime gives evidence of perpe­ 
tration by a man wholly devoid of any moral 
character whatever, a degenerate in every sense 
of the world, a human vulture with no claim 
whatever to any of the benefits or protection of 
society. 
Yet, with all of the laws now on the statute 
books of this state, the Daily fear* that there is 
none whkh would accord the guilty person the 
death penalty. 


The man who will stick a gun in a fellow citi­ 
zen’s face on the streets or roads and take the 
latter’s money from him deserves to dangle at 
the end of a noose, but how much more richly 
does the perpetrator of the Birmingham outrage 
deserve the extreme penalty ? 
While the legislature is considering other af­ 
fairs of state, why not restore some of the old 
English tradition that a man’s home is his cas­ 
tle and woe betide those who abuse that right. 


WAR BLAMED FOR REPEAL OF ANTT- 
CJjGARETTE LAW IN KANSAS, 
3 


The war, already blamed for nearly everything 
since that hectic period, now is blamed for repeal 
of the ¿nti-cigarette law in Kansas many 
ob­ 
servers declaring that pressure brought to bear 
by the ex-service men changed public sentiment 
to such an extent that, instead of tightening the 
law, as was planned before the war, it was com­ 
pletely eliminated eight years after the conflict. 
“As late as just before the World war,” says 
the Milwaukee Journal, “the 
legislature 
was 
seeking to tighten the law; then the boys over­ 
seas were given cigarettes purchased with money 
raised by the good people of Kansas and other 
states. 
When they came back they asked why 
they couldn’t smoke in Kansas, when they learn­ 
ed the habit on cigarettes furnished by Kansas. 
Throughout the nation a change had come; the 
cigarette had become respectable.” 


Another view of the situation is taken by the 
South Bend Tribune, which asserts: 
“Smoking 
is no longer generally connected with morals, as 
it was at one time. 
Kansans who believe smok­ 
ing is a bad habit may continue to believe so and 
may try to induce others not to smoke. Removal 
of the ban simply means that the state believes 
it wiser to give up trying to rogulate the tobacco 
habit, which is a private and not a public concent 
When the individual is responsible to himself and 
his family for the effects of the kind of habits 
he forms, some basis exists for persuading him 
to form reasonable ones.” 


Some of the newspapers extend sympathy to 
the bootleggers who formerly are declared to have 
provided supplies of cigarettes to Kansas smok­ 
ers, but at a good advance over the ordinary 
market price. 
, 
The Flint Daily Journal sees no more evil in 
selling cigarettes than in sales of other forms of 
the weed, declaring: 
*hief objection-to-the cigarette gmong 
the thinking ones has been that it was more easily 
obtainable by the youth than were other forms 
of tobacco. 
It need not be. 
As effective regu­ 
lations can be worked out regarding the sale of 
cigarettes as those applying to the sale of snuff 
and chewing tobacco . . . it seems illogical to 
prohibit one form while .other forms are sold 
Without restriction as far as adults are con­ 
cerned."
